NOTES. 


"Every  church  and  every  minister  upon  the  rolls  of  the  denomination"  is 
entitled  to  share  in  the  distribution  of  the  Year-Book.  For  this  very  practical 
purpose,  "the  rolls  of  the  denomination"  must  be  assumed  to  be  the  tables  and 
list  of  the  Year-Book,  and  the  claim  of  any  church  or  minister  to  receive  it,  errors 
excepted,  does  not  arise  until  such  church  is  found  in  the  Ybar-Book's  tables,  or 
such  minister's  name  is  enrolled  and  printed  in  its  "  List  of  Congregational 
Ministers"  here  reported  and  printed.  To  purchasers,  the  price  is  $1.00;  or,  In 
cloth,  31.25.  Those  entitled  to  receive  it  who  prefer  a  cloth  binding  can  have  it  in

to  whom  all  correspondence  relating  to  the  Year-Book  should  be  addressed,  not  to 
the  Publishing  Society.  It  is  not  safe  or  sufficient  to  say  "  Congregational  House  " 
only,  as  it  has  many  rooms  and  occupants. 

A  pastor,  who  has  resigned  his  active  service,  does  not  lose  his  claim  to  the 
Year-Book.  It  is  due  to  "  every  minister  upon  the  roll."  A  church  is  not 
entitled  to  two  copies,  one  for  itself  and  one  for  its  minister,  as  is  often  assumed; 
but  to  its  one  copy.  The  roll  is  new  every  year,  and  a  minister's  name  has  no  place 
on  it  simply  because  it  was  in  the  last  Year-Book.  It  is  to  be  reported  each  year, 
either  by  the  church  he  is  serving  or  by  the  conference  or  association  of  which  he  is 
a  member,  and  which  is  responsible  to  the  churches  for  record  and  report  of  his 
good  standing. 


The  following  preamble  and  vote  adopted  at  the  National  Council,  at  Portland, 
Oregon,  in  July,  1898,  failed  in  some  way  to  be  entered  in  tne  record,  and  so  do  not 
appear  in  the  minutes  of  the  Council.  As  the  best  that  can  be  done  in  the  case  I 
issue  them  in  the  Year-Book,  and  commend  them  to  the  consideration  of  all  whom 
they  may  concern. 

They  are  as  follows:  "  Inasmuch  as  the  duality  of  missionary  work  on  the  same 
field  has  a  tendency,  to  say  the  least,  to  promote  and  prolong  divisions  already 
existing  among  brethren  and  churches,  we  recommend  the  missionary  boards  of  the 
Congregational  Home  Missionary  Society  and  the  American  Missionary  Association, 
as  speedily  as  possible,  to  adjust  their  work,  where  it  is  essentially  of  the  same  kind 
in  the  same  States,  to  the  comity  relation  recommended  by  this  body,  so  that  both  of 
them  shall  not  be  doing  essentially  the  same  kind  of  work  in  the  same  States.  This 
will  commend  itself  to  the  brethren  as  having  an  economical  element  sufficient  to 
lead  to  its  trial. 

Voted,  That  the  executive  boards  of  these  two  societies  be  requested  by  the 
Natonal  Council  to  act  as  a  joint  committee  to  undertake  this  important  work."

CONGREGATIONAL  YEAR-BOOK.  [1901. 


INTRODUCTORY. 


On  August  4,  1900,  at  Hartford,  Vt.,  the  Rev.  Henry  A.  Hazen,  d.  d.,  was  sud- 
denly called  to  his  rest.  So  the  hand  is  forever  still,  which  aforetime  edited  the 
Year-Book  of  the  Churches.  That  it  was  a  work  of  real  pleasure  to  him  we  are 
abundantly  assured,  and  it  was  with  a  profound  sorrow  and  sense  of  loss  that  the 
news  of  his  death  came  to  those  with  whom  in  affectionate  relations  indeed  he 
had  been  corresponding  through  so  many  years. 

The  Provisional  Committee  found  themselves  under  unusual  obligations  to  the 
National  Council  because  of  the  death  of  Dr.  Hazen,  whose  long  service  made  him 
of  so  much  value  in  the  councils  and  plans  of  the  committee.  After  a  careful  con- 
sideration of  the  couditions  by  which  they  were  confronted,  and,  as  a  sequel  to 
several  meetings,  it  was  voted,  Dec.  3, 1900,  "  that  the  Secretary  pro  tern,  have  charge 
of  editing  and  publishing  the  Year-Book  for  the  year  1901,  and  attend  to  all  other 
duties  pertaining  to  the  office  of  Secretary  until  the  time  of  the  next  session  of  the 
National  Council." 

This,  from  the  Record,  will  account  for  the  advent  of  a  new  hand,  and  the  appear- 
ance of  a  new  name  in  the  publishing  of  the  Year-Book  of  1901. 

The  Secretary  finds  himself  placed  under  great  obligations  to  the  State  Secretaries 
for  their  hearty  welcome,  and  the  assistance  they  have  so  cordially  rendered  in  the 
compilation  of  the  Year-Book.  But  special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  invaluable 
assistance  which  has  been  given  by  Mrs.  Hazen,  to  whom  were  committed  not  only 
the  lists  of  Ministers  and  Clubs,  but  the  necrological  list  also,  in  which  we  will 
not  fail  to  discover  a  patient  and  conscientious  service,  that  all  who  read  the 
review  will  at  once  appreciate. 

The  undersigned,  though  already  busy  with  the  cares  of  a  large  parish,  entered  at 
once  upon  his  election  into  the  work,  and  is  pleased  to  place  the  results  of  his  labors 
before  the  Ministers  and  the  Churches. 

There  has  been  no  attempt  to  deviate  from  the  course  usually  pursued  by  Dr. 
Hazen.  The  book  comes  to  the  churches  this  year  in  about  the  same  dress  as  it  has 
formerly  appeared.  The  only  change  will  be  found  in  "  Remarks  upon  Statistics." 
The  brethren  will  certainly  note  an  advance  in  the  divisions  and  comparisons  made 
in  such  a  manner.  They  will  also  give  a  welcome  to  the  churches  of  our  new  Terri- 
tories. Alaska  is  growing;  Cuba  has  been  admitted;  and  the  Hawaiian  Islands  are 
by  no  means  the  least  among  the  brethren. 

The  reports  from  the  States  were  received  as  follows :  —

of  Columbia,  Virginia ;  21st,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  West  Virginia;  22d,  Rhode  Island; 
23d,  Michigan,  Montana ;  25th,  "Wyoming;  March  1st,  Arkansas  with  Missouri,  North 
Carolina;  4th,  California ;  5th,  Vermont,  Texas ;  6th,  New  York;  11th,  South  Dakota; 
12th,  Alabama,  Nebraska;  14th,  Indiana;  15th,  Oklahoma;  16th,  Kentucky,  Minne- 
sota, Tennessee,  "Wisconsin;  17th,  Hawaiian  Islands;  22d,  Illinois;  23d,  Pennsylvania, 
New  Mexico;  25th,  Connecticut,  Arizona,  Kansas,  South  Carolina;  26th,  Colorado; 
27th,  Iowa;  28th,  Idaho,  Florida,  Massachusetts;  29th,  "Washington. 

After  April  1,  only  two  States  remained  to  be  heard  from,  Georgia  and  Louisiana. 
"Why  these  States,  which  are  not  large,  should  be  so  long,  and  so  delay  the  publica- 
tion of  the  book,  is  not  explained.  "We  quote  a  line  from  the  introductory  of  Dr. 
Hazen,  Year-Book,  1900:  "  It  is  time  to  recognize  and  emphasize  the  fact  that  two 
months  afford  ample  time,  and  all  which   any  State  can  properly  ask,  for  the  com- 
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pletion  of  its  report.  To  this  end  a  time  limit  should  be  fixed,  beyond  which  tardy 
churches  should  not  be  permitted  to  delay  the  reports  of  the  bodies  to  which  they 
respectively  belong.     Some  States  have  already  fixed  a  limit." 

"One  cause  of  delay  has  been  frequently  named,  but  needs  to  be  repeated,  until  the 
churches  concerned  will  heed  it.  A  few  churches  make  the  excuse  for  tardy  reports 
that  their  annual  meeting  has  not  been  held.  But  the  prior  occurrence  of  this  meet- 
ing is  no  more  important  for  a  church,  meeting  in  January,  than  for  those  meeting 
in  February,  April,  or  September,  and  the  plea  of  these  churches,  if  admitted,  would 
preclude  the  possibility  of  any  common  date  for  annual  reports.  Any  church  can 
report  on  Jan.  1,  as  the  Council  requests,  and  December  and  not  January,  is  the 
month  in  which  the  churches  should  take  the  time  necessary  to  gather  material  for 
their  reports." 

"When  the  churches  will  see  to  it,  that  every  report  reaches  the  Year-Book  in 
January,  a  Year-Book  in  April  or  March  can  be  easily  secured,  and  that  good  time 
should  not  be  far  off. 

The  National  Council  might  begin  the  work  of  an  earlier  publication  by  fixing  the 
limit  of  receiving  reports  at  March  15th. 

We  desire  to  express  an  appreciation  of  the  care  which  the  Secretaries  have  taken 
in  the  preparation  of  their  schedules.  The  work  in  many  instances  has  been  done 
well  and  with  neatness.  Our  aim  has  been  to  get  everything  correct.  But  it  will 
happen  that  an  error  escape  even  the  most  vigilant  eye.  We  will  regret  it  very 
much  if  many  mistakes  are  found  in  the  edition  of  1901. 

Permit  us  to  quote  an  important  paragraph  from  last  year :  — 

"  The  suggestion  comes  to  the  editor  from  several  sources,  that  the  time  has  come 
to  ask  ministers  to  make  a  more  definite  provision  for  the  record,  which  the  Year- 
Book  will  want  to  make  when  their  work  is  done.  When  death  comes  it  often 
happens  that  no  friend  remains  who  can  answer,  without  much  trouble,  the  exact 
questions  which  the  Year-Book  asks ;  while  the  value  of  this  record,  in  the  years  to 
come,  depends  largely  on  its  fulness  and  accuracy.  Justice  to  each  person  requires 
similar  completeness  in  every  case.  The  editor  will  furnish  to  all  who  will  apply,  a 
list  of  the  questions  to  which  answer  is  desired.  When  filled  out  it  can  be  sent  to 
the  editor,  to  be  kept  carefully  on  file,  or  deposited  with  the  family,  with  instruc- 
tions to  complete,  by  adding  date  and  place  of  death,  and  disease,  and  forwarding  it 
to  the  Year-Book  when  the  time  for  its  use  arrives." 

It  has  been  determined  by  the  Committee  on  Program  that  the  National  Council 
will  begin  its  sessions  in  Portland,  Me.,  on  Saturday,  Oct.  12th,  and  continue  until  the 
16th.  The  State  and  Local  Bodies  should  attend,  at  their  meetings,  to  the  important 
matter  of  electing  their  Delegates  to  the  Council,  and  the  names  of  Delegates  should , 
immediately  after  election,  be  sent  to  the  undersigned.  The  Program  thus  far  made 
ready  proves  to  be  one  of  the  best,  both  in  topics  and  speakers,  ever  presented  to  the 
Council, and  so  the  words  of  Dr.  Hazen  will  be  made  good,  "the  fullest  and  best 
session  of  the  Council  ever  held."

Rev.  Henry  A.  Hazen,  d.  d.,  Secretary  of  the  National  Council 
of  the  Congregational  Churches  of  the  United  States,  died  at  Hart- 
ford, Vt.,  Aug.  4,  1900. 

The  Provisional  Committee  of  the  National  Council  in  session  in 
Boston,  Mass.,  Dec.  3,  1900,  in  appreciation  of  his  character  and 
services  adopted  the  following  :  — 

memorial. 

Since  1883,  when  the  Rev.  Henry  A.  Hazen  was  elected  Secretary  of 
the  National  Council,  succeeding  the  late  Dr.  Alouzo  H.  Quint,  he  has  beeu 
the  official  representative  of  the  denomination  best  known  to  the  world. 

He  was  fitted  for  the  place  and  he  loved  the  work.  His  ancestry,  his 
birth  and  education  in  New  England,  his  wide  acquaintance,  extending  over 
many  years,  with  the  leaders  in  the  denomination,  his  deep  and  abiding 
faith  in  the  principles  of  Congregationalism,  joined  with  an  earnest  desire 
that  those  principles  should  prevail,  and  the  Congregational  churches 
fulfil  their  mission  on  earth,  made  him  ii  power  for  good  in  his  place. 

His  genial  manner,  his  unruffled  kindness,  his  kindly  interest  in  men 
and  in  everything  that  pei-tained  to  Congregationalism,  his  thoughtfulness 
in  many  of  those  trifles  which  make  the  charm  of  life,  won  for  him  hosts 
of  friends,  and  caused  him  to  be  sought  for  as  an  adviser. 

Through  his  death  the  National  Council  has  lost  a  faithful  servant,  the 
churches  a  wise  counsellor,  and  all  of  us  a  Christian  friend  whom  we  shall 
sadlv  miss.

Worcester  and  Pierce  Acade- 
mies. Graduated,  Yale  College,  1858,  and  Andover  Seminary,  1861.  Ordained, 
Pomfret,  Ct.,  1861,  Nov.  22,  dismissed,  1866,  Jan.  17;  pastor,  Presbyterian 
churcti,  Racine,  Wis.,  1866,  February,  to  1872 ;  missionary,  A.  B.  C.  E.  M.,  Flor- 
ence, Italy,  1872-4 ;  acting  pastor,  Pomfret,  Ct. ,  1874-6 ;  pastor, Central  church. 
New  Orleans,  and  professor  of  theology  in  Straight  University,  1876-84,  and 
president  also  from  1877;  supplied  churches  in  Hyde  Park,  Fitchburg,  and 
Charlestown,  Mass.,  1884-6;  installed.  North  Avenue  church,  Cambridge, 
1886,  Oct.  28,  dismissed,  1890,  July  7;  pastor,  Clinton  Street  Immanuel  Pres- 
byterian church,  Philadelphia,  1891-7;  without  charge,  Cambridge,  Mass., 
1898,  until  death.  Beloit  College  gave  the  honorary  d.  d.,  1880;  secretary 
of  the  New  Orleans  Academy  of  Sciences ;  member  of  the  historical  societies 
of  Connecticut,  Minnesota,  Pennsylvania,  and  Wisconsin,  and  of  the  New 
England  Historic-Genealogical  Society.  Married,  1866,  May  15,  Constance, 
daughter  of  Hon.  Edward  and  Hannah  (Grosvenor)  Eldredge,  of  Pomfret, 
Ct.  One  daughter.  A  son  died  in  Florence.  Died  of  cancer,  1900,  May  15, 
aged  64  years,  8  months,  and  16  days. 

Atwater,  Ernest  Richmond,  son  of  Rev.  John  Milton  and  Harriet 
(Smith)  Atwater,  was  born  in  Oberlin,  Ohio,  1865,  Aug.  20.  Studied  at 
Springfield,  111.,  and  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Graduated,  Oberlin  College,  1887,  and 
the  Theological  Seminary,  1892.  Ordained,  Oberlin,  1892,  May  4,  and 
embarked  for  China,  as  missionary  under  A.  B.  C.  F.  M.,  to  the  Shansi 
Mission,  1892,  Aug.  7,  where  he  labored  after;  for  much  of  the  time,  he  was 
secretary  of  the  mission.  Married,  1888,  June  27,  Jennie  Evelyn,  daughter  of 
Rev.  Chauncy  Northrup  and  Harriet  Parraelia  (Perkins)  Pond,  of  Oberlin, 
who  died  at  Fen-cho-fu,  China,  1896,  Nov.  25.  Four  daughters,  all  murdered 
by  the  Boxers.  Married,  1898,  Elizabeth  Graham,  of  English  birth,  engaged 
as  missionary  at  Tai-yuen-fu,  who  was  martyred  with  her  husband.  Mur- 
dered by  the  Boxers,  at  or  near  Fen-cho-fu,  1900,  Aug.  16,  aged  34  years,  11 
months,  and  27  days.

The  present  year  is  the  ninety-first  since  the  organization  of  the  Amerioan  Board. 
During  its  first  year  its  receipts  were  forty-eight  cents  less  than  $;i,000.  During  the 
last  year  it  received  $737,957.  At  the  outset  it  was  seriously  doubted  whether  th* 
churches  of  America  could  support  four  missionaries;  last  year  the  Board  alone  had 
upon  the  roll  of  its  missionaries  526  names.  At  the  earlier  period  it  was  doubted 
whether  in  any  foreign  land  an  entrance  could  possibly  be  secured.  Now,  the  ques- 
tion is,  which  of  the  multitudes  of  open  doors  we  must  refuse  to  enter.  To  the 
twenty  missions  now  under  its  care  and  to  others  which  have  been  transferred  to  the 
care  of  other  missionary  boards,  the  American  Board  has  sent,  from  the  beginning, 
2,324  missionaries  and  assistant  missionaries,  and  during  the  past  year  it  sent  forty, 
eleven  of  them  men  and  twenty-nine  women.  ^Vitllthe  526  American  missionaries 
now  in  the  field,  there  are  laboring  no  less  than  3,472  native  assistants,  of  whom  239 
are  pastors  and  568  are  unordained  preachers  and  catechists. 

Aside  from  its  evangelistic  work,  the  Board  sustains  other  departments  of  Chris- 
tian labor.  It  has  an  educational  department,  in  which  there  are  employed  no  less 
than  1,872  native  school  teachers,  maintaining  schools  of  every  grade,  from  the  kin- 
dergarten to  the  college  and  theological  seminary.  In  its  higher  institutions  there 
are  7,950  students,  while  in  its  1,153  common  schools  there  are  43,096  pupils,  making 
the  total  number  under  instruction  over  59,671.  In  the  medical  department  there 
are  forty  American  physicians,  eleven  of  whom  are  women,  most  of  them  having 
under  their  care  hospitals  or  dispensaries  in  which  tens  of  thousands  of  patients  are 
treated  each  year,  many  of  them  healed  spiritually  as  well  as  in  body.  The  publica- 
tion work  is  very  extensive,  including  the  translation  of  the  Bible,  the  issuing  of 
Christian  tracts,  and  providing  a  literature. 

There  are  exactly  102  stations  in  which  American  missionaries  reside,  con- 
nected with  which  are  1,268  outstations,  specially  cared  for  by  the  native  pastors 
and  preachers.  In  the  495  churches  there  are  now  enrolled  51,699  members,  of 
whom  4,523  were  received  on  confession  during  the  jjast  year.  The  native  contribu- 
tions for  the  support  of  Christian  work  have  amounted  to  $156,642,  the  largest  in 
the  history  of  the  Board,  being  more  than  one  fourth  of  the  amount  received  from 
living  donors  by  the  American  Board.  An  increase  of  $60,000  from  the  home 
chixrches  is  required  to  keep  the  work  on  the  present  basis,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
advance  so  imperatively  called  for.  "The  Forward  Movement,"  which  seeks 
specially  to  secure  the  support  of  individual  missionaries  by  particular  churches,  or 
groups  of  churches,  has  resulted  in  the  adoption  of  many  missionaries,  and  contri- 
butions have  been  somewhat  increased.  But  the  churches  have  as  yet  touched 
only  the  fringe  of  missionary  enterprise  entrusted  to  them  by  the  risen  Lord. 

Three  Woman's  Boards  are  co-operating  efficiently  with  the  American  Board  in 
its  foreign  work,  especially  in  efforts  to  reach  women  and  children  in  missionary 
lands. 

The  periodicals  relating  to  this  foreign  missionary  work  are,  the  Missionary 
Herald,  the  Mission  Dayspring,  Life  and  Light  for  Woman,  Mission  Studies,  the 
annual  American  Board  Almanac,  and  a  department  in  Congregational  Work. 
The  information  given  in  these  publications  is  essential  to  an  adequate  apprehen- 
sion of  the  work  which  our  churches  are  seeking  to  do  for  foreign  missions.

STUDENT     department. 
(Organized  in  1816.) 

1.  Purpose. — To  enable  meritorious  students  for  the  Congregational  ministry, 
who  need  financial  aid,  to  concentrate  upon  their  studies,  to  begin  their  work 
without  debt,  to  be  set  free  for  service  in  hard  or  distant  fields ;  that  so  may  be 
provided  a  spiritual  and  equipped  ministry  for  the  gospel  service.  Upwards  of 
9,000  have  been  aided,  of  whom  a  large  proportion  have  been  home  or  foreign 
missionaries. 

2.  Number  Aided. — This  year,  138. 

3.  Amount  and  Conditions  of  Aid.  —  A  scholarship  amounts  to  $50  and  is 
given,  at  the  option  of  a  student,  as  a  grant  or  as  a  loan.  Scholarship^  are 
conditioned  upon  merit ;  a  high  standard  of  fitness,  and  the  approval  of  a  special 
committee  in  each  institution,  being  required  of  applicants.  As  a  legal  or  moral 
obligation  to  repay  is  undertaken,  the  policy  elevates  both  scholarly  and  financial 
standards. 

4.  Demand  for  Ministers.  —  The  Churches  increase  in  number  while  the 
seminaries  barely  make  good  the  losses  through  death.  The  inflow  of  men  from 
other  denominations  reveals  the  demand.  Only  in  certain  regions  is  there  a 
surplus.  The  door  of  opportunity  was  never  more  open  for  spiritual,  learned, 
constructive  men.  The  student  scholarships  of  the  C.  E.  S.  represent  the  churches' 
faith  in  and  claim  upon  the  seminaries  for  producing  spiritually  endued  and 
scientific^ly  trained  leaders. 

college  and  academy  department. 

1.  Purpose.  —  To  assist  in  the  support  of  instructors  and  of  their  work  in 
Home  Missionary  colleges  and  academies  in  the  west  and  south.  Most  of  these 
institutions  are  on  Home  Missionary  ground  and  none  are  yet  self-supporting.  The 
wonderful  growth  of  the  country  has  increased  the  perils  of  materialism  and 
selfish  utilitarianism.  Educational  institutions,  based  upon  the  ethical  and 
religious  principles  of  the  Christian  religion,  are  of  supreme  importance;  and  even 
the  public  school  system  requires  their  uplifting  influence  and  co-operation.

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3.  Their  Importance.  —  The  colleges  produce  candidates  for  the  ministry,  an 
intelligent  and  Christian  citizenship,  and  educate  the  leaders  in  the  thought  and 
life  of  new  States  and  Territories.  The  academies  are  located  in  new  regions  un- 
provided with  sufficient  educational  privileges.  They  prepare  teachers  for  the  puhlic 
schools  and  young  people  for  college,  and  afford  liberal  culture  to  many  others  who 
go  forth  as  Christians  to  be  the  seed  and  strength  of  Home  Missionary  churches. 

4.  Policy.  —  The  Society's  policy  is  to  concentrate  upon  central  colleges  in  each 
Western  State.  Aid  has  been  given  to  twenty-two  colleges,  that  are  now  strong 
and  prosperous.  It  further  aims  to  develop  the  academy  system  upon  simple 
Home  Missionary  principles;  and  to  federate,  in  each  State,  the  circle  of  academies, 
standing  about  the  central  college,  under  the  mutual  care  of  the  churches  of  that 
State  and  of  the  Society. 

NEW  WEST  DEPARTMENT. 

1.  Purpose.  — To  support  the  mission  schools  and  academies  in  Utah  and 
New  Mexico  in  continuance  of  the  work  of  the  New  West  Education  Commission. 
The  Christian  teacher  must  precede  the  preacher;  churches  grow  out  of  the  schools. 
Homes  can  only  be  reached  through  work  for  the  children.  The  solution  of  the 
Mormon  problem  lies  in  Christian  Education.

4.  Results. — Several  Congregational  churches;  thoiisands  of  children  and 
youth  instructed  and  protected  from  Mormon  influence  in  past  years :  the  intro- 
duction of  public  schools  made  imperative;  and  followed  by  the  constant  gift  of  the 
Christian  leaven  with  its  powerful  stimulus^for  higher  and  truer  standards.  New 
Mexican  homes  and  towns  uplifted. 

5.  Mormonism  Still  Powerful.  —  The  church  organization  remains  unchanged ; 
the  missionaries  are  active  at  home  and  abroad,  church  schools  are  everywhere,  and 
even  the  public  school  system,  partly  introduced  under  the  stimulating  influences 
of  our  own  work,  is  almost  wholly  under  Mormon  control. 

6.  Mexicans  in  the  United  States.  —  A  quarter  of  a  million,  most  of  them 
poor,  ignorant,  and  superstitious.

objects. 

To  maintain,  in  the  city  of  Boston,  a  Congregational  House;  to  care  for 
and  perpetuate  a  library  of  books,  pamphlets,  and  manuscripts,  and  a  collection  of 
portraits  and  relics  of  the  past;  and  to  do  whatever  else  —  within  the  limits  of  its 
charter  —  shall  serve  to  illustrate  Congregational  History  and  promote  the  general 
interests  of  the  Congregational  churches. 

THE   PAST  year. 

Owing  partly  to  the  competition  of  several  new  ofiSce  buildings,  there  has  been  an 
unfortunate  falling  off  in  the  receipts  from  rentals  in  the  Congregational  House. 
At  the  present  writing,  no  less  than  fourteen  rooms  are  unoccupied,  against  six  a 
year  ago.  Friends  who  can  put  us  into  communication  with  desirable  tenants  will 
confer  a  favor  which  will  be  felt  through  the  whole  circle  of  Congregational  enter- 
prises. Every  reduction  of  rents  charged  to  the  benevolent  societies  sets  money 
free  for  direct  missionary  work. 

needs. 

We  are  carrying  a  heavy  mortgage  of  some  $200,000,  expecting  to  reduce  it  a 
little  each  year  by  a  sinking  fund.  But  this  is  a  slow  process  at  best;  and  it  is 
liable  to  be  checked  at  any  time  by  the  chilling  blight  of  financial  stringency.  We 
shall  not  be  on  a  secure  basis  until  the  Congregational  House  is  freed  from 
every  incumbrance.  Friends  outside  of  Bostou,  as  well  as  those  in  the  city, 
are  urged  to  bear  an  honorable  part  in  this  work,  and  to  send  the  treasurer  liberal 
contributions  for  the  discharge  of  the  debt. 

Another  object  which  should  appeal  to  all  good  Congregationalists  is  the  proper 
maintenance  of  our  Library.  It  is  open  freely  to  all  for  reference,  and  it  contains 
books  and  pamphlets  relating  to  both  the  historical  and  the  religious  side  of 
Christian  work.  Many  of  these  are  especially  prized  on  account  of  their  age  and 
rarity;  but  it  is  too  seldom  realized  that  history  is  being  made  as  truly  now 
as  in  any  past  era;  and  thus  that  the  record  of  what  is  familiar  to  us.  as  we  live 
through  it,  will  be  prized  by  the  generations  that  come  after  us.  The 
Congregational  Library  asks  to  be  the  common  repository  of  the  life  of  our 
churches.  All  publications  of  either  ministers  or  laymen  are  welcome,  especially 
those  of  ecclesiastical  interest.  For  example:  in  two  or  three  clusters  of  churches. 
East  and  West,  it  is  the  custom  to  send  hither  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  each 
local  council;  the  practice  should  become  a  general  one.  We  ought  also  to  receive 
hundreds  of  church  histories,  manuals,  and  year  books  that  have  not  yet  been 
sent  to  us.  Will  pastors  and  clerks  please  follow  these  suggestions  before  the 
subject  is  crowded  out  by  the  press  of  other  matters?

The  Home  Missionary,  a  magazine  published  by  the  Society  since  1828,  is  now 
issued  quarterly  at  thirty  cents  a  year,  including  postage.  It  gives  a  running 
account  of  the  progress  of  the  work  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  largely  from  the  pens  of 
the  superintendents  and  missionaries  personally  engaged  in  it.  In  Congregational 
Work,  the  new  monthly  organ  of  the  Six  Congregational  Societies,  the  pages 
allotted  to  Home  Missions  keep  their  readers  in  constant  touch  with  the  workers  in 
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all  parts  of  the  wide  field,  and  present  the  freshest  intelligence  therefrom.  The 
price  is  only  ten  cents  a  year.  An  Annual  Report  sums  up  the  results  of  each 
year.  Leaflets  and  Tracts  for  the  times  are  published  as  occasion  calls  and  funds 
allow,  designed  to  help  pastors,  Sunday-school  officers,  and  friends  of  home  missions 
generally,  in  awakening  and  keeping  alive  an  mtelliuent,  practical,  growing  interest 
in  the  work.  These  may  be  had,  free  of  charge,  at  any  time,  by  addre.ssing  the  officers 
of  the  Society  at  its  rooms.  Fourth  Avenue  and  22d  Street,  New  York. 

For  seventy-five  years  the  Society  has  been  organizing  churches  in  the  West  and 
South,  and  aiding  in  the  support  of  tlieir  ministers  till  those  churches  are  able  to 
assume  the  whole  expense.  Its  missionaries  have  from  the  first  organized  Sunday 
schools,  provided  proper  teachers  tor  them,  and  by  watchful  oversight  have  secured 
their  permanence  and  growth  into  churches. 

In  connection  with  the  labor  of  its  missionaries,  6,627  churches  (a)  have  been  organ- 
ized and  3,059  have  come  to  self-support.  It  has  collected  and  disbursed  in  cash, 
$19,002,880;  and  in  clothing,  books,  and  other  supplies,  largely  the  offerings  of 
Christian  women,  $2,453,129;  in  all,  ^21,456,009.  The  additions  to  the  chixrches 
have  been  483,402. 

The  number  of  missionaries  employed  in  its  seventy-fourth  year  (1899-1900)  was 
1.787,  1,254  of  them  in  States  and  Territories  west  and  south  of  the  Middle  States. 
They  preached  regularly  in .  2,591  stations,  and  at  frequent  intervals  in  many  hun- 
dreds more.  The  number  of  Sunday-school  and  Bible-class  scholars  was  142,812. 
The  additions  to  the  churches  were  7,400;  4,714  of  them  on  confession  of  Christ. 
Churches  organized,  74 ;  reached  self-support,  36. 

The  seventy-fourth  year's  receipts  were,  in  cash,  $532,336.08;  in  supplies,  $51,499; 
in  all,  $583,835.08. 

In  1883,  a  Woman's  Department  was  opened.  Its  object  is  to  interest  the  women 
of  our  churches  all  over  the  country,  and  through  them  the  children,  more  directly 
in  the  work ;  not  to  the  diminishing  of  their  helpful  labor  in  the  way  of  home 
missionary  boxes  (of  clothing,  etc.),  but  to  secure  also  their  gifts  of  money  for  the 
support  of  missionaries  all  over  the  couTitry,  and  for  various  special  uses,  as  called 
for  from  time  to  time.  Their  aid  in  this  Hue  is  steadily  growing,  but  much  more 
is  needed. 

The  Society  is  doing  much  more  work  than  ever  before  among  the  foreign-born  in 
all  parts  of  the  country.  At  nearly  every  meeting  the  Executive  Committee  is 
urged,  too  often  in  vain  for  lack  of  means,  to  appoint  chosen  men  for  new  fields 
at  the  front,  where  they  are  greatly  needed,  but  where  their  support  involves  heavy 
outlay  by  the  Society.  For  securing  the  means  essential  to  the  carrying  on  of  this 
great  work  the  Society  depends,  under  God,  on  the  zealous  co-operation  of  the 
pastors  and  members  of  the  Congregational  churches  of  the  land.  At  least  $100,000 
more  than  last  year's  receipts  are  required  to  carry  on  this  work,  besides  an  equal 
advance  to  meet  indebtedness  for  work  already  done.

purpose  and  method. 

The  American  Missionary  Association  is  training  a  leadership  from  among  these 
different  races.     This  involves  an 

industrial  leadership. 

To  accomplish  this  the  Association  introduced,  years  ago,  industrial  training. 
Nearly  every  school  furnishes  this  department  of  instruction.  An  Industrial  Lead- 
ership is  thus  trained  from  among  these  i)eople.  It  is  not  simply  to  instruct  the  few 
in  handicraft,  or  to  teach  them  a  trade,  but  to  give  to  the  many,  competent  instruc- 
tors of  their  own  race,  who  shall  lead  them  into  better  industrial  activity  and  pre- 
pare them  for  economic  development. 

AN  INTELLECTUAL  LEADERSHIP 

For  these  races  is  equally  essential.  This  is  also  provided  by  the  A.  M.  A.  Normal 
institutes  and  academies,  in  which  the  best  methods  of  modern  teaching  are  pur- 
sued, are  planted  among  these  peoples,  and  hundreds  of  teachers  are  trained  for  the 
public  schools.  This  training  of  teachers  is  of  supreme  importance  in  the  elevation 
of  these  races. 

Intellectual  Leadership  is  also  furnished  through  the  colleges  and  higher  institu- 
tions. No  race  can  be  lifted  up  by  means  of  industrial  training  alone.  The  larger 
development  of  intellectual  life  is  essential  to  secure  to  any  race  influence  and 
poAver.    This  the  Association  recognizes  and  provides  for. 

THE   MORAL  AND   RELIGIOUS   LEADERSHIP 

Of  these  peoples  is  also  provided.  Departments  of  biblical  and  theological  instruc- 
tion, in  which  ministers  and  missionaries  are  trained  from  these  races  for  their  own 
people,  are  provided  by  the  Association.  Character  building  is  necessary.  Religious 
life  must  be  stimulated.  High  ethical  and  moral  standards  must  be  established. 
These  great  necessities  can  be  met  only  by  a  well-trained  moral  and  religious  leader- 
ship from  among  those  peoples  whose  high  character  shall  appeal  to  that  which  is 
best  in  the  race  and  furnish  an  object  lesson. 

Among  the  many  different  races  reached  by  the  work  of  the  Association,  a  leader- 
ship is  being  trained  from  the  i)eople  who  represent  these  conditions  of  preparation 
and  character.

Ministers  rarely  come  from  wealthy  families.  They  earn  or  borrow  the  means  of 
education.  Their  salaries  barely  cover  expenses ;  their  removals  are  frequent,  espe- 
cially in  home  missionary  fields;  their  earning  time  ends  early;  and  their  death 
lingers  late.  Less  than  a  third  of  them  die  in  harness;  and  more  than  half  live  past 
seventy.  It  ill  becomes  a  great  denomination  to  let  any  faithful  missionary  suffer 
extreme  want  in  old  age. 

The  National  Council's  ^Ministerial  Relief  Fund,  now  .5118,000,  furnishes  an  income 
of  about  S5,000  which  is  distributed  in  little  pensions  of  from  $25  to  $200  a  year,  to 
aged  or  disabled  Congregational  ministers  and  missionaries,  and  their  families.  In 
1900,  sixty-four  persons  or  families  received  such  aid.  Within  about  a  year,  seven 
of  our  honored  pensioners  have  been  transferred  at  advanced  ages  to  the  Home  of 
Perpetual  Youth.  All  of  them  had  rendered  long  and  faithful,  and  some  of  them 
conspicuously  efficient,  service.  Of  one  nearly  eighty  years  old,  now  broken  down 
in  health,  it  is  written,  "  Within  the  last  eight  years  he  has  done  very  efficient  and 
faithful  service  for  our  churches;  under  his  supervision  seven  churches  have  been 
organized  and  he  has  largely  superintended  the  erection  of  their  church  buildings."

Calendar. — The  next  seminary  year  begins  on  "Wednesday,  Sept.  18,  1901,  and 
ends  June  19, 1902,  with  a  recess  from  Dec.  19  to  Jan.  2. 

Admission.  — Students  are  admitted  upon  presentation  of  certificates  of  member- 
ship in  some  Christian  Church,  and  of  graduation  at  a  college  or  university. 
Applicants  who  are  not  graduates  will  be  required  to  pass  an  examination. 

Course  of  Study.  — The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  prepare  men  thoroughly  for  the 
practical  work  of  the  ministry.  The  fundamental  studies  in  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments,  the  History  of  the  Church,  the  System  of  Christian  Truth,  and  the

The  income 
of  the  Washburn  fund  and  some  other  funds,  given  expressly  to  aid  members  of 
the  Seminary,  which  amounts  to  more  than  half  the  cost  of  board,  is  available  for 
students  whose  circumstances  require  it,  provided  their  character  and  scholarship 
are  satisfactory.  There  is  also  a  small  loan  fund  for  the  temporary  accommodation 
of  those  who  need  it. 

Post-graduate  Scholarships.  —  There  are  three  scholarships  established  for 
the  benefit  of  graduates  of  this  Seminary;  one  of  $50  to  aid  any  student  who 
remains  to  take  a  fourth  year  after  graduating;  and  two  of  $100  each  at  Bowdoin 
College,  to  assist  students  who,  having  graduated  at  the  Seminary,  may  be  admitted 
to  the  College  for  further  study. 

Preaching.  —  As  it  is  believed  to  be  conducive  to  the  best  professional  training  to 
combine  practice  with  theory,  students  are  allowed  to  exercise  their  gifts  in  holding 
meetings  and  in  preaching  as  opportunities  may  oflfer,  under  the  express  approbation 
of  the  Facv^lty,  it  being  provided  that  the  prescribed  exercises  of  the  Seminary  are 
not  neglected.  Facilities  for  such  services  are  afforded  in  the  missionary  fields 
within  reach  of  the  Seminary. 

Library.  — The  Seminary  has  an  excellent  library,  numbering  more  than  twenty- 
two  thousand  volumes,  and  a  permanent  library  fund,  with  the  income  of  which 
constant  additions  are  made  of  the  latest  and  most  valuable  literature. 

Gymnasium. — The  gymnasium  is  provided  with  suitable  apparatus,  and  special 
instruction  is  given  four  days  in  the  week.

First  Year.  —  Courses  covering  in  an  outline  manner  all  the  fundamental 
branches  of  Theology,  Exegesis  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  Church  History, 
Homiletics,  Systematic  Theology,  and  Apologetics. 

Second  and  Third  Years.  — Full  and  extended  elective  courses  in  all  branches 
now  acknowledged  as  requisite  to  thorough  preparation  for  the  work  of  the 
Ministry,  with  Exegetical,  Theological  and  practical  "  Senior  "  courses.

The  Seminary  purposes  to  remove,  at  an  early  date,  from  Oakland  to  Berkeley, 
the  seat  of  the  LTniversity  of  California.  It  will  thus  be  enabled  to  avail  itself 
freely  of  the  advantages  of  this  University,  among  the  foremost  in  the  United 
States.  There  are  2,300  students  in  the  Academic  Departments  at  Berkeley, 
and  3,000  in  the  entire  University.  Tlie  Library  of  the  University,  numbering 
about  80,000  volumes,  and  the  special  Theological  Library  of  the  Seminary 
(7,000  vohimes),  will  afford  large  opportunities  for  special  study.  Preparation  in 
the  languages  of  China  and  Japan  can  be  had  in  the  Oriental  Department  of  the 
University,  or  in  medicine  in  the  Medical  School.  The  climate  is  remarkably  even, 
constantly  cool,  stimulating,  and  favorable  for  study  during  the  entire  year, 
knowing  nothing  of  debilitating  Spring  changes,  or  i^rostrating  Summer  heats. 

terms  of  admission. 
The  Seminary  is  open  to  students  of  every  Christian  denomination,  to  women 
as  well  as  to  men.  Senior  standing  in  the  University  of  California,  or  its  strict 
equivalent,  is  required  for  admission  to  the  TheologicHl  course,  though  students 
having  attained  standing  equivalent  to  Junior  standing  in  the  University  may  be 
received  as  "  Sub-Juniors,"  under  the  care  of  the  Faculty,  to  complete  their 
prejiaration  for  Theology  in  the  University,  having  some  biblical  work  in  the 
Seminary.  A  certificate  of  health  from  a  competent  physician  will  be  required  of 
every  student.  Special  students  may  be  received  to  such  studies  as  they  are  found 
qualified  to  pursue,  as  in  the  Univer.sity.

Incidental  Expenses  amount  to  §9.00  per  half-year.  Board  may  be  had  in  the 
Students'  Club  at  about  $'2.50  per  week.  The  Seminary  and  the  American 
Education  Society  (the  help  of  the  latter  however,  being  restricted  to 
Congregational  students)  afford  annual  assistance;  but  in  both  cases  upon 
condition  of  high  scholarly  work:  the  seminary  aid  is  graduated  upon  merit  basis 
from  $15  to  S17.5.

Admission.  —  The  Seminary  is  open  to  students  of  all  denominations.  Candidates 
for  admission  must  have  received  a  collegiate  education,  or  an  equivalent  prepara- 
tion.    Students  from  other  seminaries  may  be  admitted  by  certificate. 

Terms  and  Vacations. — The  academic  year  begins  the  last  "Wednesday  in 
September  and  closes  the  second  Thursday  in  May.  There  is  a  recess  of  two  weeks 
at  Christmas.  ; 

Situation.  —  The  Seminary  Buildings  front  Union  Park.  The  location  is  quiet, 
but  the  centre  of  the  city  may  be  reached  in  ten  minutes. 

Course  of  Study. —  The  Course  of  Study  covers  three  years;  the  lectures  are 
prescribed  and  elective.  Each  student  is  required  to  take  fourteen  lecture  hours  a 
week,  ten  prescribed  and  four  elective.  All  graduates  receive  a  diploma;  special 
work  is  required  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity. 

The  German  and  the  Scandinavian  Departments.  —  Students  in  these 
departments  take  part  of  the  Course  in  the  English  language,  according  to  their 
grade  of  preparation,  that  they  may  be  able  to  preach  also  in  English.  They  are, 
however,  excused  from  most  English  studies,  in  place  of  which  they  have  such 
studies  in  their  own  native  languages  as  are  best  adapted  to  prepare  them  to  min- 
ister to  our  German  or  Scandinavian  fellow-citizens. 

ExAsnNATioNs.  —  In  each  year  there  are  public  examinations,  oral  and  written, 
of  all  the  classes. 
The  Alumni  Institute  is  held  in  the  anniversary  week  in  May. 
Hammond  Library. —  This  contains  the  General  and  the  Reference  Library 
with  over  20,000  volumes,  which  is  arranged  in  six  rooms  according  to  subjects. 
These  sub-departments  are  furnished  with  the  best  helps  for  students,  and  are  open 
daily.  The  students  have  easy  access,  also,  to  the  public  libraries  of  Chicago,  some 
of  which  are  among  the  best  endowed  and  equipped  in  the  country. 

Expenses. — No  charges  are  made  for  instruction,  or  for  the  use  of  Hammond 
Library.  Furnished  rooms  are  drawn  in  the  treasurer's  office  on  the  first  day  of  the 
fall  term  at  10  A.  m.  The  following  charges  are  made  for  the  occupancy  of  rooms  in 
the  Seminary  buildings :  .§1.00  a  week  for  rooms  occupied  by  two  students ;  $1.25  for 
rooms  alone.  Good  board  can  be  had  in  private  families  in  the  neighborhood  of 
the  Seminary  for  82.50  or  S3.00  a  week.

The  Seminary  aims  (1)  to  develop  a  vigorous  spiritual  life  as  the  only  sound 
basis  for  scholarship  and  service,  (2)  to  train  in  scientific  methods  of  exegetical  and 
historical  research,  (3)  to  discover  the  truth  of  God  as  revealed  in  the  Scriptures,  and 
the  leading  of  his  Spirit  in  history,  in  order  to  apply  that  truth  in  the  realms  of 
thought  and  endeavor,  so  as  to  meet  the  present  needs  of  the  world  and  promote  the 
spread  of  his  Kingdom. 

Instruction  is  carried  on  by  a  large  corps  of  professors  whose  fields  are  carefully 
defined  and  adjusted  in  their  scientific  relations.  Emphasis  is  laid  upon  a  close 
personal  relation  between  instructor  and  pupil.  About  two  thirds  of  the  course  are 
prescribed,  and  one  third  is  to  be  selected  from  a  list  of  over  one  hundred  electives, 
offered  in  all  the  departments.  The  purpose  is  to  use  only  the  most  scientific 
methods,  both  old  and  new.  In  the  field  of  pastoral  discipline  extensive  work  is 
expected  in  preaching,  in  every  variety  of  evangelistic  and  charitable  organization, 
and  in  personal  religious  effort.  Systematic  instruction  is  given  in  singing  and  in 
elocution.  Optional  instruction  is  provided  in  German.  Special  and  graduate 
courses  are  open  to  those  who  desire  them.  A  thorough  and  comprehensive  course 
in  foreign  missions  is  open  to  regular  and  special  students.  Two  fellowships  (each 
for  two  years)  for  foreign  study  and  five  prizes  are  offered. 

The  degree  of  b.  d.,  is  conferred  on  those  who  complete,  with  credit,  the  three 
years'  course. 

The  Apparatus  includes  a  rapidly  increasing  library  of  over  76,000  volumes,  con- 
taining sevei-al  tinique  special  collections,  to  which  students  have  access  day  and 
evening,  missionary  mitseum  and  reading-room,  gymnasium,  music-room,  etc. 

Terms  of  Admission.  —  Candidates  for  admission  must  be  members  of  some 
Christian  Church  and  graduates  of  some  college.  Those  who  are  not  college  grad- 
uates may,  after  examination,  be  admitted  on  probation  during  the  first  term. 

All  courses  are  open  to  ivomen  on  the  same  terms  as  to  men. 

Expenses.—  No  charge  is  made  for  tuition,  rooms,  furniture  and  bedding,  or  use 
of  the  library  and  apparatus,  except  a  nominal  fee  of  §20  for  use  of  steam  and  super- 
vision. Bqard  is  provided  at  the  Seminary  under  the  care  of  the  Students'  Asso- 
ciation, at  $3.50  per  week. 

Scholarship  aid  is  provided  for  those  needing  it,  in  addition  to  the  grant  from 
the  Education  Society. 

Calendar.— The  sixty-eighth  year  begins  on  Sept.  25, 1901,  and  closes  on  May  28, 
1902.  The  various  courses  are  arranged  in  three  terms.  Examinations  are  held  at 
the  close  of  each  subject  or  principal  topic.

The  Seminary  is  open  to  students  of  all  denominations.  It  has  a  full  corps  of 
professors  of  its  own  and  offers  its  students  all  the  work  essential  to  a  theological 
training.    In  addition  students  are  admitted  to  the  College  classes  without  charge. 

Applicants  for  admission  must  present  college  diplomas,  or  satisfy  the  faculty  by 
examination  or  certificate  that  they  have  liad  the  equivalent  of  a  college  course. 
Upon  graduation,  the  Academic  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  is  conferred. 

The  minimum  requirement  for  all  candidates  for  a  degree  is  1,440  hours  of  lectures 
and  recitations.  The  most  essential  courses  of  each  department  are  required;  this 
work  amounts  to  817  hours.  Hebrew  being  elective,  the  required  amount  of  work 
in  the  Old  Testament  department  may  be  done  either  in  Hebrew  Exegesis  or  in 
Introduction  and  Biblical  Theology.  In  addition  to  the  required  work,  a  large 
number  of  elective  courses  is  offered,  aggregating  1,5.38  hours,  from  which  each 
student  elects  at  least  623  hours.  These  courses  cover  a  large  range  of  more 
advanced  work  in  the  several  departments. 

There  are  in  the  ministry  many  who  have  not  received  adequate  training  for  it 
and  who  soon  discover  their  need  of  theological  study.  The  reasonable  requirements 
for  admission  to  the  resular  courses  of  theology  place  such  training  beyond  the  reach 
of  many  men  of  this  class.  lu  the  interest  of  a  better  educated  ministry  the  Semi- 
nary offers  its  advantages  to  a  limited  number  of  ordamed  ministers  who  have  already 
held  a  pastorate,  and  who  wish  to  enter  upon  theological  studies  for  not  less  than  a 
full  year.  They  may  enter  such  courses  as  they  are  prepared  to  ijursue  with  profit, 
and  will  be  given  certificates  for  all  work  completed. 

Slavic  Department.  —  The  object  of  this  department  is  to  train  up  pastors  for 
the  Slavic  immigrants  to  this  country.  Thorough  instruction  is  giveii  in  the 
Bohemian  language.  The  course  of  study  varies  to  suit  the  needs  of  individuals, 
and  culminates  in  the  ivgular  theological  course. 

Spear  Library  contains  about  fifty-three  thousand  volumes. 

Expenses. —  Council  Hall,  the  Seminary  building,  has  fully  furnished  rooms  with 
hot  water  heat  for  fifty  students.  Those  rooming  here  pay  a  moderate  incidental 
fee,  varying  according  to  location  of  room.  Other  students  pay  a  fee  of  $6.  Aside 
from  this  fee  there  is  no  charge  made  by  the  Seminary.  The  price  of  board  in 
Oherlin  is  from  $2.00  to  §3.00  a  week.    Other  expenses  are  correspondingly  low. 

Pecuniary  aid  is  granted  to  those  who  need  it,  from  the  Congregational  Education 
Society,  and  from  Seminary  scholarship  funds.  The  amount  ordinarily  received 
from  the  Education  Society  has  not  been  less  than  .S50.  The  Seminary  funds  are 
awarded  for  excellence  in  scholarship  iu  the  form  of  merit  scholarships  varying  in 
amount  from  $50  to  $100  each  year.  There  is  also  a  loan  fund.  There  has  generally 
been  abundant  opportunity  for  work  in  Home  Missionary  fields  and  elsewhere 
during  the  summer  vacation  of  four  months,  and  occasional  preaching  for  remuner- 
ation is  possible  during  term  time. 

The  year  of  study  consists  of  thirty-two  weeks  in  two  semesters.  The  next  year 
begins  Wednesday,  Sept.  18,  1901.

Relation  to  the  University.  —  The  Divmity  School  is  one  of  the  co-ordinate 
Departments  of  Yale  University,  which  embraces  also  The  Department  of  Philosophy 
and  the  Arts  (including  the  Academical  Department  and  the  Sheffield  Scientific 
School);  The  Department  of  Medicine;  The  Department  of  Law;  together  with 
the  School  of  the  Fine  Arts,  The  Department  of  Mu.sic,  and  The  Graduate  School. 
The  general  advantages  of  the  University  are  enjoyed  by  all  its  members  in 
common.  The  Divinity  students  receive  from  the  Corporation,  on  completing  their 
three-years  course,  the  degree  of  b.  d.,  and  are  enrolled  among  the  alumni  of  the 
University. 

Courses  of  Study.  —  The  studies  are  of  two  classes,  prescribed  and  elective. 
The  prescribed,  given  by  the  faculty,  constitute  9i8  hours  of  work  during  the  three 
years;  the  elective,  constituting  270  hours  of  required  work,  may  be  taken  from 
electives  offered  by  the  faculty  of  Divinity  School  or  from  other  courses  of  collateral 
study  given  in  the  Graduate  School  of  the  University.  Students  at  the  close  of 
the  second  year  of  study  have  the  option  of  continuing  as  candidates  for  the  degree 
of  b.  d. ,  or  of  becoming,  by  enrolment  in  the  Graduate  School,  candidates  for  the 
degree  of  ph.  d.  (requiring  two  more  years  of  resident  study). 

Graduate  or  Fourth- Year  Class.  —  Students  of  approved  scholarship  who 
have  completed  a  three-years  course  of  theological  study,  here  or  elsewhere,  are 
admitted  to  the  Graduate  Class,  in  which  advanced  studies  in  Theology  are  pursued 
under  the  direction  of  the  Professors.  Scholarship  aid,  to  a  limited  amount,  will,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Faculty,  be  given  to  men  of  superior  scholarship.  Members  of 
this  class  may  become  candidates  for  the  degree  of  m.  a.  or  for  that  of  ph.  d.,  by 
enrolment  in  the  Graduate  Department  of  the  University. 

The  Graduate  Fellowship,  for  the  encouragement  of  further  theological  study 
in  this  country  or  abroad,  the  income  of  which  is  §500  for  one  year  after  gradua- 
tion, is  offered  to  the  class  entering  in  September,  1901. 

Rooms  and  Expenses. — The  rooms,  which  will  accommodate  one  hundred  and 
fifty  students,  are  designed  in  general  for  only  one  occupant.  Each  room  has  a 
bedroom  attached,  and  is  carpeted  and  furnished  with  all  needful  furniture  except 
bed  clothing.  The  chief  expenses  of  the  session  are,  for  board,  .$3.00  to  §4.00  a 
week ;  fuel  and  light,  §25  to  §30 ;  and  §15  a  year  for  care  of  room  and  incidental 
expenses. 

Aid  from  Scholarship  Funds.  — Aid  in  general  scholarships  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each  is  given  to  young  men  of  approved  scholarship  and  of  promise  of 
usefulness  in  the  ministry,  whose  circumstances  require  it,  in  return  for  service 
rendered,  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty,  in  religious  or  other  similar  work 
in  connection  with  churches  and  public  institutions  in  New  Haven.  Prize 
scholarships  of  one  hundred  dollars  each  and  of  fifty  dollars  each  are  also  offered 
to  students  of  exceptional  rank  in  scholarship.  The  Congregational  Education 
Society  also  grants  fifty  dollars  a  year  to  Theological  students  of  approved  scholar- 
ship and  character,  who  are  members  of  Congregational  Churches  and  need  such 
assistance. 

Commencement  of  the  Term.  —  The  next  term  of  study  will  begin  on  Thurs- 
day, Sept.  2G,  1901,  and  continue  until  the  third  "Wednesday  in  May  (anniversary), 
when  the  vacation  of  four  months,  in  which  the  students  have  the  opportunity  to 
engage  in  some  form  of  remunerative  labor,  will  commence. 

Application  for  Admission.  —  The  Seminary  is  open  on  equal  terms  to  students 
of  all  Christian  denominations.  Applications  for  admission,  or  for  the  annual  cata- 
logue, may  be  made  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Divinity  School,  Xeio  Haven,  Conn.

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ANNUAL   STATISTICS. 

The  following  pages  contain  the  statistics  as  collected  in  1900  by  the  statistical 
secretaries  of  the  several  State  organizations,  and  compiled  for  this  publication  by 
the  secretary  of  the  National  Council,  under  vote  of  the  publishing  committee. 
They  are  all  of  date  1  Jan.,  1901,  except  that  ministerial  supply  is,  as  far  as  possible, 
brought  down  to  date. 

The  secretary,  as  heretofore,  in  no  case  presumes  to  insert  or  omit  the  name  of 
church  or  minister  on  any  authority  but  that  of  the  State  secretaries  representing 
their  own  organizations,  or  of  councils  subsequent  to  the  date  of  annual  reports. 

The  contents  of  the  statistics  are  as  follows:  — 

1.  The  statistics  of  the  churches  and  their  ministers,  by  States. 

2.  Statistics  of  Sunday  schools,  independent  and  missionary. 

3.  List  of  Congregational  ministers  in  foreign  lands. 

4.  The  National,  State,  and  local  organizations  of  the  churches,  with  officers, 
and  dates  of  next  sessions  in  1901-1902. 

5.  General  summary  tables  for  the  year. 

6.  Tables  of  summaries,  1858-1900. 

7.  Remarks  upon  the  statistics. 

8.  Alphabetical  list  of  ministers,  with  P.  O.  address,  and  indexed  to  pages. 

9.  Alphabetical  list  of  licentiates. 

10.    List  of  ministers  of  other  denominations  supplying  Congregational  churches. 

RULES   OF  COMPILATION. 

1.  To  arrange  in  alphabetical  order  everything  capable  of  it;  except  that  the 
churches  in  any  one  town  or  city  arranged,  as  they  should  be,  under  the  name  of 
that  town  or  city,  are  placed  according  to  age. 

2.  To  make  iieiu  tables  each  year.  "  Last  year's  report "  (if  known  to  be  such)  is 
always  omitted.  But,  while  old  reports  are  not  to  be  inserted  in  the  table,  the  aggre- 
gate of  such  last  reports  from  cliurches  failing  to  report,  in  the  items  of  church  and 
Sunday-school  membership,  are  included  in  the  summaries.  Justice  to  the  churches 
which  do  report  requires  this,  as  their  real  progress  may  be  apparently  diminished 
or  reversed,  by  lack  of  the  figures  from  their  less  faithful  neighbors.  The  special 
attention  of  State  secretaries  is  called  to  this  point,  as  it  has  often  been  disregarded. 
The  list  of  churches  of  this  year  is  compared,  name  by  name,  with  that  of  last  year, 
and  all  variations  which  change  the  place  of  the  church  on  the  list  are  specifically 
mentioned  with  the  State  summary,  so  that  each  church  can  be  traced  from  year  to 
year. 

3.  To  examine  carefully  all  the  tables,  with  a  view  to  correction  or  addition  by 
correspondence,  especially  to  correct  "pastoral  supply"  to  the  latest  moment. 
Proof  sheets  have  been  sent  to  secretaries  and  some  home-missionary  superintend- 
ents who  could  be  reached  in  season.  But  no  such  changes  have  been  allowed  to 
affect  the  summaries. 

4.  The  prime  name  in  a  table  line  is  always  supposed  to  be  the  name  of  the  place, 
town  or  city,  in  which  the  church  is  located,  as  determined  by  the  place  of  the  meet- 
ing-house. This  is  also  the  name  of  its  post-office,  unless  followed  in  line  or  margin 
by  a  name  in  heavy-faced  type.    In  such  cases  the  latter  is  the  post-office,  and

POST-OFFICES.  If  this  postal  word  is  an  adjective,  it  goes  with  the  preceding  name, 
e.  g.,  "Newton  West";  if  itself  a  name,  it  supersedes  the  other,  as  "Newton, 
Auburiidale."  Postal  designations  are  not  repeated  on  the  second  page,  and  spe- 
cial church  names  are  sometimes  given  in  the  second  page  line,  for  which  there  was 
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not  room  in  the  first.  In  general,  the.  two  pages,  being  invariably  opposite,  are 
treated  as  one,  and  marginal  references  on  the  second  page  are  made  to  foot-notes 
on  the  first,  withoat  repetition  when  they  occur  there. 

MINOR    EXPLANATIONS. 

1.  Any  church  given  in  brackets  is  one  organized  since  January  1st ;  not  included 
in  the  summary,  but  inserted  for  information.  A  few  churches  temporarily  not 
associated  are  inserted  by  their  own  wish.  A  star  (*)  denotes  churches  not  asso- 
ciated, except  in  California,  wliere  it  marks  the  churches  in  Southern  California. 

2.  Pastors  installed  or  recognized  by  council  are  marked  "p.  c";  pastors  duly 
called  by  their  churches  and  recognized  by  some  "  definite  act  of  the  church,"  but  not 
by  council,  are  marked  ''p.";  others  in  service  are  not  marked,  but  in  tabular  sum- 
maries are  counted  as  "supplies."  Blanks  in  the  column  of  pastoral  supply,  mean- 
ing 710  regularly  engaged  minister,  are  left  blank  for  the  convenience  of  those  who 
note  pastoral  changes. 

3.  The  tables  are  not  a  postal  guide  to  the  addresses  of  mdjisters,  and 
any  person  so  using  them  runs  his  own  risk  of  error.  The  General  Alphabetical 
List  of  Ministers  gives  their  post-oflices.  Special  attention  is  called  to  this  fact, 
which  is  often  overlooked. 

4.  The  two  columns  following  the  names  of  ministers  in  the  tables  of  churches 
denote  (1)  the  year  of  ordination,  (2)  the  year  when  the  minister  was  installed,  or 
commenced  service  with  that  church. 

5.  A  star  (*)  in  the  General  Alphabetical  List  of  Ministers  denotes  that  the  person 
so  designated  appears  in  the  tables,  reported  by  some  church,  as  its  mini.ster,  but  is 
not  reported  to  be  a  member  of  any  association  or  conference  of  ministers  or 
churches  in  the  L^nited  States;  or  that  he  is  found  supplying  some  church,  or  did 
so  as  pastor  by  council  last  year  and  may  be  presumed  to  be  in  transitu,  though  his 
name  is  not  in  the  State  alphabetical  list. 

6.  Licentiates  are  not  reckoned  as  ministers.  Churches  supplied  by  such,  or  by 
ministers  of  other  denominations,  are  reckoned  as  vacant;  but  the  number  of  such 
churches  is  given  in  the  Summary  Tables.  No  ministers  of  other  denominations  (if 
so  known)  are  inserted  in  the  General  Alphabetical  List. 

7.  The  names  of  some  Congregational  ministers  are  missing;  bxit  it  is  solely 
because  they  are  not  reported  by  any  organization  of  churches  or  ministers. 

8.  Under  "  Church  Members,"  "  Absent "  are  included  in  "  Males,"  "  Females," 
and  "Total."  Under  the  head  of  "Removed,"  "Died,"  "Letter,"  and  "Disci- 
pline "  are  represented  by  the  abbreviations. 

9.  Blanks  in  any  column  of  figures  are  such  as  were  so  left  in  the  State  Minutes. 
They  ought  always  to  signify  "  no  report,"  but  some  States  do  not  follow  the  proper 
rule  of  inserting  a  cipher  where  "  none  "  is  meant,  and  the  examiner  must  conjecture, 
in  any  given  case,  whether  "none  "or  "no  report  "  is  intended.  In  our  General 
Summaries,  a  blank  invariably  signifies  "  no  report  "

The  following  is  a  compilation  of  the  alphabetical  lists  furnished  by  the  State 
Associations  and  Conferences,  corrected  by  correspondence  with  their  secretaries  to 
the  latest  possible  date.  The  secretary  of  the  Coimcil  in  no  case  presumes  to  insert 
or  omit  a  name  upon  his  own  responsibility.  The  State  organizations  (or  later  coun- 
cils) are  alone  responsible ;  but  the  secretary  has  used  his  utmost  endeavors  to  obtain 
a  complete  and  correct  list.  If  any  names  are  omitted,  it  is  because  they  are  not 
reported  by  any  organization  in  any  State,  or  a  conflict  of  reports  leaves  the  editor  in 
doubt  of  the  facts. 

The  figures  refer  to  pages  where  the  name  will  be  found  in  the  tables,  in  the  Vital 
Statistics,  in  the  service  of  the  Benevolent  Societies,  of  the  Theological  Seminaries, 
in  the  list  of  foreign  missionaries.  In  some  cases  the  jjage  is  left  as  in  tables,  when 
the  post-office  is  changed  since  the  tables  were  put  to  press. 

Names  starred  (*)  are  of  persons  who,  although  mentioned  (usually  as  supplying 
churches),  are  not  reported  as  members  of  any  organization  of  Congregational  churches 
or  ministers.  A  few  names  are  also  retained  with  a  *  of  those  who  were  in  active 
service  last  year,  and  may  be  presumed  to  be  in  transitu.  Such  names  are  not  con- 
tinued a  second  year,  without  specific  report. 

Some  post-office  addresses  are  antiquated,  but  the  best  possible  has  been  done. 

Licentiates  are  not  included  in  this  list,  but  a  list  of  licentiates  follows  this,  and 
a  list  of  ministers  of  other  denominations,  including  also  names  of  those  whose 
position  is  not  reported. 

Names  of  persons  in  last  year's  list,  deceased  since  the  issue  of  1900,  are  retained, 
and  are  indexed  to  the  pages  of  the  "  Vital  Statistics  "  when  found  there. 

Some  errors  will  be  found  in  first  names,  initials,  and  spelling.  No  pains  have 
been  spared  to  secure  accuracy ;  but,  effort  failing,  the  compiler  has  not  ventured 
to  follow  even  his  own  convictions,  against  the  unmistakable  testimony  of  the 
reports. 

Names  differing  only  in  a  single  letter  and  pronounced  alike  are  treated  as  one 
name,  but  spelled  according  to  report.  Browne,  Clarke,  Curtiss,  Griffith,  etc.,  and 
names  beginning  with  Mac  or  Mc  are  among  this  number.  Names  beginning  with 
Mc  or  St.  are  arranged  as  if  the  word  was  not  abbreviated. 

Names  of  ministers  without  pastoral  charge,  as  they  do  not  occur  in  the  preced- 
ing tables,  have  no  numeral  page  reference,  and  in  place  of  it  the  year  of  ordina- 
tion is  given. 

Names  of  persons  employed  in  instruction  in  schools  and  colleges  are  indicated 
byjor.,  president  or  principal,  andp/.,  professor. 

For  obvious  reasons  the  names  of  ministers  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands  are  left  out 
of  this  list,  but  will  be  found  on  page  3-34.
